About two generations ago, the 


entire existence of the island was 
threatened by

brawls in which 
both 
men 
and 


women 
got 
roaring 
drunk and 


went entirely berserk. Extermin- 
ation of 
the 
island's otherwise 


hardy population seemed 
immi- 


nent. It was at that time that a 
temperance movement got under 
way among the islanders, and to- 
day there is no liquor on Pitcairn 
island. So interested in temper- 
ance have Pitcairners become that 
the world liquor problem is prac- 
tically the only active outside in- 
terest which the islanders have. 


As unanimous as these folk arc 


in temperance, they are likewise of 
one mind In religion. Every Pit- 
caim man, woman and child is a 
member of the Seventh Day Ad- 
ventist church.

WELDON, Tex., June 23— (UP) 


— Nineteen fugitives from 
the 


Eastham prison farm, including 
murderers, robbers, burglars and 
thieves, roamed the woods of the 
Trinity river bottoms today in a 
break for freedom. 


They were led by W. H. Bybee, a 


killer once reprieved from a death 
sentence and an associate of Ray- 
mond Hamilton, Clyde Barrow and 
Bonnie Parker, three of the most 
dreaded outlaws of the generation 
before they were exterminated. 


Guard Overpowered 


The 19 overpowered Pike Allen, 


a guard, and made away with his 
horse and gun. From the report 
of Mike Braybille, bookkeeper at 
the prison, Allen was on guard 
alone and the convicts were work- 
ing in the field. They seized Allen 
and subdued him without a show 
of guns. 


A posse of prison guards set out 


In pursuit. They had two teams 
of bloodhounds. Once last night 
guards believed they had cornered 
a band of ten of the fugitives, but 
when they closed in the area the 
convicts had moved on. 


Four of the fugitives were mur- 


derers. 
Bybee was the most no- 


torious. He once was sentenced to 
the electric chair, but won a re- 
prieve and was held for life im- 
prisonment. He was one of those 
who escaped in the break of Jan. 
16, 1934, when gunmen of the Bar- 
row gang murdered Major Crow- 
son, a guard, and liberated several 
of their 
confederates, including 


Hamilton. 


Hamilton was recaptured and 


executed, as was Joe Palmer, an- 
other of the Barrow gang, but By- 
bee remained a life term prisoner 
after he was re-taken. 


Arrests Expected 


Prison guards, accustomed to 


tile'' frequent breads at Eastham, 
had not asked for aid today. The 
state highway patrol and head- 
quarters of the Texas Rangers 
were not even notified for several 
hours. Capt. J. T. Hamilton, farm 
manager, said he expected his own 
guards could recapture all 19 
fugitives in a few hours. 
The 


woods into which they fled pro- 
vided few avenues of escape.

after the break were: 


Jack Foreman, murderer serv- 


ing a life sentence, from Hamilton 
county; 


George Scott, 23, murderer un- 


der life sentence from Bexar; 


W. C. Gresham, 30, murderer 


from Fort Bend, under life sen- 
tence; 


Most of the others were sen- 


tenced for robbery, burglary and 
theft. 
One, Arthur Whltten, 28, 


was under 70 year sentence. All 
were reported to be white men.

Wis., chairman, Committee on Public Safe- 
ty of the Central Federation of Women's 
Clubs, says: "This committee has not neg- 
lected the engineering and enforcement 
phases of traffic safety, but our program is 
primarily one of education. The nine de- 
partments of the Federation were asked to 
fit safety into their programs. All did. 
Safety chairmen are now functioning in all 
states, or the work is directed by some 
other responsible person." 


The Federation charged each club wo- 


man—to know state and local traffic laws, 
pledge strict obedience to them and en- 
deavor to enlist her family and community. 
Everywhere women's clubs are cooperating 
with state and local enforcement and en- 
gineering authorities. 


Women are bearing down upon school 


officials for inauguration of safety in- 
struction in high school classes, supple- 
,,mented by instruction and academic prep- 
aration for driver's license examinations. 
This year their influence has been felt in 
legislative halls of 24 states where driver's 
license bills were considered. 


Success: In cooperation with other in- 


terested groups, women thus far have bat- 
ted .500—new driver-license legislation ap- 
proved in 12 states and the Territory of 
Hawaii, with bills still waiting disposition 


. in several other states. Thirty-two states 


now have standard or near-standard driv- 
ers' license laws to invoke in the name of 
traffic safety.

WAGNER'S HOPES DASHED

ASHINGTON — Behind-the-scenes de- 
velopments indicate that Senator Bob 


Wagner's long-pending low-cost housing 
bill is again headed for the waste-paper 
basket. 


Since 1934 the tenacious New York lib- 


eral has been trying to put through legisla- 
tion for a great 
Government-subsidized 


program of slum clearance and modern 
housing for low-salaried workers. In each 
session of Congress he has started out with 
high hopes of success, only to wind up in 
the ditch. 


This year prospects appeared particu- 


larly bright. The President had repeatedly 
pledged housing legislation during his re- 
election campaign, and Wagner had made 
many changes in his bill to meet previous 
objections. At long last victory seemed in 
sight. 


The rosy outlook, however, was onl}' a 


mirage. 
The financial experts of the 


Treasury, who have been Wagner's most 
persistent and effective foes, raised new 
objections and the President apparently 
did not read into his electioneering prom- 
ises that Wagner saw in them. When Wag- 
ner came to him for Administration back- 
ing for his measure, the President ducked 
the issue by suggesting that he first work 
out a compromise with the Treasury. 


That was equivalent to asking him to 


perform a miracle. Wagner and the Treas- 
ury moguls simply do not talk the same 
language on housing.

The first and most Important 


rule Is not to try to treat yourself. 
The second and corollary is to get 
somebody in that has some experi- 
ence to treat you. In other words, 
call a doctor. If he arrives In time, 
before you have shock or perfora- 
tion, he will probably order an Im- 
mediate operation which will re- 
sult in a prompt and simple cure. 
You have all heard about the sur- 
geon arriving in the nick of time. 
He never arrives more often In the 
nick of time than he does in ap- 
pendicitis. Sometimes he will feel 
justified in waiting, withholding all 
foods and drugs by mouth, and al- 
low nature to wall off the Infec- 
tion.

CHICAGO, June 23—(UP)—Joe Louis, today had completed his 


inarch down the glory road. 


The march started 23 years ago, in a tiny cabin in the cotton, 


way down in Alabam'. 


It ended last night in a brilliant patch of light at Comiskey park 


when, with 65,000 persons looking on, he was proclaimed heavyweight 
champion of all the world. 


He heard the proclamation with upraised hands — hands that still 


dripped with the blood of the big Irishman, Jimmy Braddock, who, 
after 22 minutes and ten seconds^ 
of battling, had crumpled to the 
floor unconscious. 


Second of Race 


Only one other man of Louis' 


race—burly, 
gold-toothed 
Jack 


Johnson — ever stood where Luuls 
stands today. 


When Louis blasted the defend- 


ing champion Braddock to 
the 


floor in the eighth round he cap- 
ped one of the most sensational 
climbs to the heights in the history 
of boxing. 
Three years ago Joe 


labored in an automobile factory. 
A pair of overalls was his dress, 
and pork chops and hominy grits 
his fare. Today he was the best 
fighting man in the world, with 
$700,000 in the bank, and faced 
with the cheery prospect of mak- 
ing twice that amount in the next 


scant eight inches, whipped the 
challenger under the 
chin 
and 


dropped him to the canvas. But 
Louis took it and was on his feet 
without a count. 


Its only effect was that the 


brown man's placid features adop- 
ted an expression of mingled re- 
spect and worry. Thereafter his 
ordinarily half - closed eyes were 
wide open. 
He boxed with new 


caution. When Braddock's upper- 
cut was unleached again Louis 
caught it with his glove. 


Braddock took a terrific beating 


from then on and seemed to care 
ittle for the stunning blows that 
ripped his Irish face into a mess of 
treaming cuts. He lashed out with 


twelve months.

If successful against 
Farr Louis will return for a Sep- 
tember go against the best avail- 
sble opponent — probably Max 
Schmeling of Germany, only man 
to conquer Joe since he began liv- 
ing by his fists. 


To Be Busy Champion 


"Mister Jacobs says I'm going 


to be the busiest champion ever 
was," Joe grinned today. "And 
that sure suits me. I'll fight one a 
month if he can dig them up." 


Joe was challenger last 
night 


and got only a paltry 17% percent 
of the net receipts. The gross was 
announced as $715,400.74 but the 
net hasn't been calculated. When 
it is Braddock will be given 50 per- 
cent for the terrific punishment he 
took at the hands of the coffee- 
colored challenger. 


But from now on Joe's will be 


the champion's share and with his 
tremendous drawing power even- 
tually he should build up a for- 
tune to compare with that amass- 
ed by Jack Dempsey and Gene 
Tunney. 


There were many today who 


praised Braddock for his courage 
in carrying the fight to Louis but 
they felt, for the most part, that 
the champion had used poor judg- 
ment in his first title defense. He 
fought for the crowd instead of the 
crown. 
Bob Pastor, one of the 


fighters who hopes to challenge 
Louis, asserted: 


"Jim was too game for his own 


good. If he had fought a waiting 
fight he would have

championship.

Sheet & Tube, which did not try 
to reopen their plants yesterday 
because of the governor's order, 
continued to insist that they were 
ready to resume operations as soon 
as possible in defiance of pickets 
and that most of their employees 
were ready to go back to their 
jobs. 


The arrest of 123 persons by 


Youngstown police and another 50 
by deputy sheriffs brought a warn- 
ing from John Stevenson, C.I.O. 
organizer, that the steel workers 
would throw full force into the 
picket lines again if the arrest of 
strike sympathizers continued. 


C.I.O. Organizer Burke, whose 


expulsion from Columbia univer- 
sity followed an anti-Nizi demon- 
stration in front of the New York 
home of University President Nich- 
olas Mun-ay Butler, had been re- 
leased on $1,000 bond following his 
arrest ten days ago on a charge of 
shooting with intent to kill during 
a riot on the Market street bridge.

as a New York writer.
